to weak Brethren.

Things as he did, purfuant ro infinite Wifdom. 
As for the Objection, thar Kneeling is no Table 
Gefture, which the Sacrainent, as being a Supper, 
feems to require, we an{wer, that if we were to 


prefent our felves at the Lord’s Table, to make 


fome fhew of a Spiritual Feaft, ficting might 
feem the fitrer Ceremony: But coming as Re- 
ceivers of ineftimable Grace at the Hands of 
God, what can better become our Bodies at 
that Time, than to be fenfible Witneffes of Minds 
unfeignedly humbled ? Our Saviour himfelt did 
in this Particular, what Cuftom and long Ufage 
had made fit; and we that which fitnefs and De- 
cency has made ufual. And asto the pretence 
of giving Offence to weak Brethren, we an{wer 
in the Words of the Learned Bifhop Sanderfon, 
that to alliw Men, under Pretence that fome Offence 
may be taken thereat, to difobey Laws and Conftitu- 
tions made by thofe that are in Authority over us, 
(we add, or to repeal Laws which Decency makes 
requifite) # the next way to cut the Sinews of 
all Authority, and to bring both Magiftrates and 
Laws into Contempt ; for what Law eur wa, or 
can be made, fo juft and rezfonable, but fome Men 
or other, either did, or might take Offznce thereat.
